But the Bank makes it clear 
that It cannot offerd to convert 
this sterling Into dollars or Into 
currencies of “dollar Account” 
countries, because it has not 
enough dollars. 

Theorctically all central 
banks have a common intirest 
in cceing that cach other's rules 
are observed, for “black mar- 
kels” ure a common nuisance.

nalionals and additional dollars 
for the central bank Itself. 

According to discussions In 
Parlinment, the Netherlands 
Central Bank permitted such 
owners of sterling to use It for 
buying wool in Australla, which 
wns perfectly proper, but also 
permitted the Dutch owner of 
the wool to sell it for dollars 
in New York. 

The Dutch man then handed 
over his dollars to the Central 
Bank snd recetved guilders in 
exchange. But this transaction 
war at one remove from con- 
verting into dollars, which was 
preciscly the thing which the 
Bank of England had sald it 
could not afford to permit. 

The Bank of England and 
the Netherlands agreed to 
stamp out the practice, but as 
recently as September 13 the 
Sydney Bulletin * reported 
European purchases of Aus- 
trallan wool, naming specifical- 
ly Dutch, Belgian, French, It-. 
alian and Egyptian purchasc's, 
which were being resold for 
dollars In New York.
